| Appeal Likely. 

The probability under the cir- 
cumstances is that Southwestern 
Bell would appeal Judge Blair's 
actions to the Supreme Court of 
Missouri and thus tie up fulfill- 
ment of his orders until the con- 
troversy can be finally adjudi- 
cated. 

Under this procedure it might 
be possible for the company to 
continue collecting the higher rates 
under the increase 
from customers for some time, but 
if the refund should eventually be 
upheld in the courts, it would 
cover presumably the entire period 
of collection dating from Feb. 1. 

In the meantime, the company 
is awaiting a hearing by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
on the second-round increase pro- 
posal. 

Judge Blair’s decisions, in Cole 
County Circuit Court, turned on 
a jurisdictional issue, rather than 
any direct consideration of merits 
of the first-round rate increase. 
The significance of his action is 
that, as far as his tribunal is con- 
cerned, there has been no valid 
order for the rate rise. 


He ordered immediate outright 
‘reversal of the state commission’s 
second order for the first-round 
increase, dated Feb. 25, on the 
ground that the commission had 
no right to make that order while 
appeals from its first order in the 
case, dated Jan. 18, were pending. 
He held that the pendency of 
those appeals, and the fact that 
full legal time had not yet elapsed 
for appealing, deprived the com- 
mission of power to act as it did. 

The commission’s first order 
was by a 3-to-2 division, with the 
majority favoring the full allow- 
ance of the increase, while the 
minority thought it was too much.

COURT DECLINES 
10 INTERFERE IN 
SHIFT TO BUSSES 


Nangle Holds He Can’t 
Upset Order — Way 
May Be Open for Last 

Two Suburban Lines. 


A decision yesterday by Circuit 
Judge James F. Nangle may open 
the way for substitution soon of 
bus service for streetcars on the 
Kirkwood 01 and Creve Coeur 
lines of the Public Service Co. 

The judge, acting in a suit 
against bus substitution, brought 
by various opponents of the 
change in St. Louis county, held 
that he could not upset the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
order for the change to busses. 

Alfred H. Kerth, attorney for 
St. Louis County Transit Co., told 
the Post-Dispatch that concern 
probably would appeal to a high- 
er court from Judge Nangle’s rul- 
ing. Such action might prevent 
carrying out the switch to busses 
soon, County Counselor Erwin F. 
Vetter; John W. Giesecke, city 
attorney of Glendale, and T. 
Douglas Moore, city attorney of 
Overland, who had not heard of 
the decision, said they were not 
prepared to announce whether 
they would appeal. 

Principal opposition to the bus 
substitution came from Glendale, 
which wants to keep streetcars on 
the Kirkwood line, and Overland, 
which prefers streetcars for the 
Creve Coeur line, and from St. 
Louis County Transit Co. 

Public Service Co. is prepared 
to make the change to busses on 
short notice whenever the neces- 
sary municipal permits from the 
suburban towns can be obtained, 
John L. Wilson, president, told the 
Post-Dispatch, when informed of 
the decision. 

The state commission order 
which was appealed to Judge 
Nangle by objecting county com- 
munities covered also substitution 
of busses for streetcars on the 
Clayton, Brentwood and Woodson 
lines, in the county; the Manches- 
ter line, in the city and county, 
and the Maryland line, in the city. 
The Public Service Co. has been 
able to obtain local permits for 
the change on these routes, how- 
ever, and has carried out the shift 
to busses on them. 

Judge Nangle ruled that the 
only issue for him to determine 
was whether an adequate hearing 
on the question had been held by 
the commission. He added: “Un- 
der the law, I can’t substitute my 
judgement for that of the com- 
mission, even if I disagree, if the 
record of the commission indi- 
cates competent and substantial 
evidence has been presented.” By 
his findings, the judge held, in 


effect, that the commission’s 
hearing was adequate.

The Russian military command 
ordered all Berlin-bound trains 
halted on the outskirts of the city 
because of the strike. The Soviet- 
appointed Reichsbahn management 
controls both zonal railroads and 
Berlin’s entire elevated line. 

Russian and Western Allied rep- 
resentatives conferred here again 
during the day on transport prob- 


| lems of east and west Germany, 


but the strike was not a topic on 
the original agenda. British and 
American planes of the air lift and 
trucks continued to supply west- 


ern Berlin. 
As the strike went into effect, 


they happened to be at the dead- 
line, and their hundreds of pas- 
sengers were ejected. The fight- 
ing broke quickly thereafter, when 
the Russian-controlled manage- 
ment sent squads of militant young 
Communists, including teen-age 
girls, into the western sectors of 
the city to “recapture” elevated 
stations seized by the anti-Com- 
munist strikers. 

The strikers outnumbered the 
Communist strikebreakers. Both 
sides fought with clubs, showers 
of stones and their fists. Western 
Berlin police fought side by side 
with the strikers against the Com- 
munists and Soviet-controlled rail- 
way police. In breaking up one 
fight the policement fired their 
pistols into the air. That was the 
only shooting. 

Western Berlin police said Maj. 
Gen. Pavel Kvashnin, transport 
chief of the Soviet zone, was in- 
sulted and threatened by a group 
of strikers at the Tempelhof ele- 
vated station in the American sec- 
tor. The police gave Kvashnin 
protection and he drove away in 
his staff automobile, Another 
Soviet transport officer of junior 
rank was stoned by strikers at 
the Hermannstrasse station, also 
in the American sector, police 
said. He was reported not serious- 
ly injured. 

Two hundred strikers at the 
Schoeneberg elevated station near 
the west Berlin city hall hurled 
rocks at four Soviet officers who 
drove up in a sedan. Jeers ac- 
companied the shower of stones. 

Trade Plan Worked Out. 

Meanwhile, Maj. Gen. George P. 
Hays, deputy United States mili- 
tary governor, told a news confer- 
ence that financial questions hold- 
ing up east-west German trade 
have been settled in four-power 
talks. He said negotiations have 
yielded a system of credits which 
skirt the ticklish currency ques- 
tion. He added, “We plan to ac- 
complish the flow of trade without 
a rate of exchange (for west and 
east marks) being’ set up.” 

He said the west was “perfectly 
willing“ to reinstitute 1948 trade 
agreements but that they could not 
apply because of the double cur- 
rency situation. By working out 
the credit plan, this demand of 
the Russians is being met, he 
said, and “in fact the 1948 trade 
agreements are now in force.”

TWO CLAIM RECLUSE 
AS MOTHER, SEEK 
TO SHARE $4,638,478 


NEW YORK, May 21 (AP) — 
Mary Bullock Powers, who lived a 
nineteenth century life behind the 
locked doors of a room in a twen- 
tieth century hotel before she died 
last July 20, has been named by 
two men as their mother. 

Surrogate’s court records identi- 
fied the men as W. Clay Powers 
of Andover, Hampshire, England, 
and Raymond Joseph Powers of 
New York. They are among 200 
persons seeking to share in the 
$4,638,478 estate left by the eccen- 
tric 72-year-old woman. ) 

At her death, it was thought 
that she left no relatives. 

Joseph A. Cox, counsel for Pub- 
lic Administrator Francis Mulli- 
gan, said 75 persons already have 
claimed direct kinship with Miss 
Powers. The others have not yet 
disclosed any relationship. 

The elderly woman reportedly 
never left her $30-a-day suite in a 
hotel near Times Square. She shut 
herself off from the world and 
dressed in the clothes that were 
fashionable a half century ago. 
She had no radio and read no 
newspapers. 

Besides the two self-styled sons, 
Laura Teresa Osteen of Jacksboro, 
Tex., says she is a sister of Miss 
Powers, and Bertha Haydon Cook 
of Pawhuska, Okla., claims to be 
a half-sister. 

Cox said Surrogate William T. 
Collins has directed a commission 
to go to Wells River, Vt., to talk 
to Frank Powers, 89. 

He has a Bible which he says 
records the birth of a relative of 
Miss Powers, who also is a rela- 
tive of his.

NEW YORK, May 21 (UP)— 
Miss Leoni Greenwood-Adams and 
Peter Cochrane Forster planned 
today to have an elaborate wed- 
ding next week, although they 
weren't sure they were free of the 
red tape that has prevented their 
marriage on two continents and 
the high seas. 

“I'm going to get invitations 
printed and go whole-hog on a re- 
ception this time, but not before 
I check the national and inter- 
national complications of getting 
a marriage license in New York,” 
Miss Greenwood-Adams said. 


The couple arrived yesterday 
aboard the French liner De 
Grasse, where they made their 
fourth unsuccessful attempt to 
marry.

60 HOMES EVACUATED WHILE

Three Western Ministers 
to Co-ordinate Policies 


Before Big Four Meet- 
ing Opens Monday. 


By JOSEPH E. DYNAN 


PARIS, May 21 (AP) — The 
American, British and French for- 
eign ministers met today to co- 
ordinate their policies before the 
Big Four conference on Germany 
opens Monday. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin and French Foreign 
Minister Robert Schuman con- 
ferred in Schuman’s office in com- 
pany with their top experts on 
Germany problems. 

They had before them a detailed 
plan for German policy drafted 
by their deputies during the week. 
They were expected to approve 
quickly the deputies’ recommen- 
dation, which was worked out un- 
der the guidance of the ministers. 


Acheson reached Paris this 
morning, a day after Bevin's ar- 
rival. Russian Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky also is ex- 
pected to arrive today. Vishinsky 
is flying by way of Berlin, where 
he may stop off a few hours for 
talks with Soviet representatives 
there. 

Acheson declined to comment on 
the conference. On the plane with 
him was John Foster Dulles, Re- 
publican adviser, who said Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
probably will sit in at one of the 
Big Four conference sessions. 

Well-informed French sources 
said the report of the Western 
foreign ministers’ deputies em- 
braces a project for a provisional, 
semi-unified German government 
which would maintain some liaison 
between a newly formed west Ger- 
man state and an administration 
in process of formation in the So- 
viet occupation zone. The plan 
also is said to contain provisions 
for exchanging west marks and 
Soviet zone currency, and ar- 
rangements to stimulate trade be- 
tween the two sections of Ger- 
many. 

The Western powers are ex- 
pected to urge extension of the 
west German constitution to all of

Tenth Province Expected 


to Approve Today—Ba- 
varia Opposes but Will 
Adhere. | 


FRANKFURT, Germany, May 
21 (AP)—Nine of the 11 west Ger- 
man states have ratified the con- 
stitution setting up a federal] re- 
public—two more than the two 
thirds necessary for adoption. A 
tenth state, Wuerttemberg-Hohen- 
zollern, is expected to give its 
approval today. 

Traditionally independent Ba- 
varia, the lone holdout state, re- 
jected the constitution earlier but 
agreed to adhere to it if the other 
10 states approved it. Bavaria 
claimed the constitution gave too 
much power to the central gov- 
ernment. 

Under the German-written con- 
stitution, approved by Britain, 
France and the United States, the 
new west German republic will 
have a large measure of inde- 
pendence, 

Ratification of the constitution 
was oposed mainly by the Commu- 
nists and certain small local 
groups. States which have al- 
ready ratified are North-Rhine 
Westphalia, Bremen, Hamburg, 
Rhineland-Palatinate, Lower Sax- 
ony, Schleswig-Holstein, Hesse, 
Wuerttemberg-Baden, and South 
Baden. 

At next week’s meeting of the 
Big Four foreign ministers the 
Western powers can, if they wish, 
suggest to Russia that this west 
German Government be used as

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
Senate Democratic leader Lucas 
said today there will have to be 


either a tax increase or a cut in 
federal spending—preferably the 
latter. 

He made it clear, however, he 
still is against the Republican-led 

' drive—go far unsuccessful—to trim 
each appropriation bill by at least 
8 per cent. 

That economy move was blocked 
for the fourth straight time late 
yesterday when the Senate, by a 
voice vote, passed and sent back 


to the House a bill carrying $751,- 
000,000—nearly all of it for flood 
control and river ard harbor 
projects. 

The Senate total is $158,000,000 
more than the House voted and 
$21,000,000 less than President Tru- 
man wanted. 

Bats Down Economy Move. 


The Senate batted down a pro- 
posed 5 per cent cut in its figure 
by a vote of 44 to 33. It killed a 
10 per cent reduction amendment, 
48 to 29. And it swamped, 59 to 
15, a proposal by Democratic Sen- 
ator Douglas, Illinois, to slash the 
fund 40 per cent—by $300,000,000. 

The 5 per cent cut proposal was 
sponsored by Senator ‘Wherry of 
Nebraska, the Republican leader. 
(Rep.), Mich- 
igan, proposed the 10 per cent re- 
duction. 


Douglas stirred up the most 
commotion at yesterday’s session 
with his proposal to trim the flood 
control-rivers and harbors bill by 
40 per cent. Even some of his 
economy colleagues deserted him 
on that one, and some of them 
bitterly assailed his plan. 


The bill provides for financing 
scores of local projects dear to 
the heart of Congress, members. 


Douglas said that at times the 
annual civil functions measure has 
been labeled a “pork barrel“ bill. 
He called on the Senate to “build 
a hot fire and fry out $300,000,000 
of the fat” in the measure.

RUTLAND, Vt., May 21 (AP)— 
Hope of executive intervention 
faded today for three veterans 
jailed as poor debtors under a 141- 
year-old Vermont law. 

Gov. Ernest W. Gibson said he 
has no legal authority to move for 
the release of the former G.L.s. 
Two are combat ‘veterans and 
were German prisoners of war. 
The three—Ralph J. Fugatt, 29 
years old, of Springfield, Mass., 
Bernard J. Smith Jr., 23, of Fair- 
haven, Vt., and Frederick L. 
Lapan, 34, of Marshfield, Vt. — 
were committed for non-payment 
of court ‘awards in automobile ac- 
cident cases. 

Legal authorities said it was 
possible—although not probable— 
for them to spend the rest of 
their lives in jail under the law, 
if the judgments are not satisfied. 
While Lapan languishes in jail, 
his wife and three children are 
living on public welfare funds. 
Counsel for Fugatt said his 
client’s wife and child are subsist- 
ing largely on a Government al- 
lowance he receives for wartime 
disability.

Lucas, opposing what he called 
“piecemeal” cuts, told reporters 
the Democrats on the Senate ap- 
propriations committee “have in- 
dicated to me they will work out 
some formula for economy.” 


He added: “The Republicans 
have no monopoly on economy. 
There is a great oportunity to 
work out something before we are 
finished. I would hope that some 
way can be found so we can stay 
within the budget.“ 

The staff of the joint congres- 
sional tax committee recently pre- 
sented figures forecasting a three- 
billion-dollar budget deficit for the 
fiscal year starting July 1. In 
January, Truman predicted a de- 
ficit of about $900,000,000 on the 
basis of expenditures’ contem- 
plated at that time. 

The President also has asked 
for a four-billion tax boost. Con- 
gress has shown very little inclina- 
tion to go along on that idea. 

The Senate yesterday approved 
a bill to encourage private hous- 
ing projects on and near military 
installations. The measure, which 
now goes to the House, creates a 
$500,000,000 revolving fund—to be

2,370,245 JOBLESS 
CLAIMS IN e 


Increase of 1,088,358 Over 
Year Ago—Idleness Lasts 
Longer, U.S. Says. 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (UP)— 
The Government reported yester- 
day that there were at least 
1,088,358 more workers unemployed 
in mid-May than on the same date 
a year ago. 

Its figures, it said, indicate that 
those unemployed in March and 
April were idle for “a relatively 
longer period than was the case 
last year.” 

The report, by Director Robert 
C. Goodwin of the Bureau of Em- 
ployment Security, was based on 
jobless benefits claimed under 
state unemployment insurance 
laws in the week ended May 14. 


A total of 2,370,245 claims were 
filed in the week, compared with 
1,281,887 for the corresponding 
week a year ago. They included 
2,025,890 “continued claims,” those 
filed by persons idle for some time, 
and 344,355 “initial” claims by 
those unemployed for the first 
time 


Goodwin said data from state 
headquarters shows that 34.2 per 
cent of all claimants stopped filing 
claims in April, compared to 41.6 
per cent, a year ago, indicating 
that those idle are remaining un- 
employed for a relatively longer 
period this year. 

He reported that total benefits 
paid in April declined by $15,652,- 
000 as the weekly average of those

Bavaria played a reluctant part in the Napo- 


leonic and post-Napoleonic efforts to consolidate 


the German principalities. The revolution of 


1848 started in Munich, yet refused to 
assent to the democratic co on which was 
drafted in Frankfurt as a result of that struggle. 

By granting a large assortment of “reserved 
rights,” Bismarck did bring Bavaria into the 
Reich. But the Wittelsbachs ruled until 1918. 

was almost constantly at odds with the 
Weimar Republic, and the slogan of “Bavaria for 
Bavarians” persisted until Hitler suppressed it 
in 1933. It was revived as soon as the Bavarians 
caught their breath after World War II. At 
Bonn, they were the persistent advocates of a 
constitution which would have left the individ- 
ual states much stronger than the new central 
government. 

This Bavarian attitude might well be encour- 
aged if it were the object of the Western powers 
to keep Germany weak and divided. But in the 
face of the Russian threat, this is not the case. 
Bavarian separatism might still be admired if it 
grew out of a genuine thirst for freedom and 
democracy. But that is not the case, either. Few 
traces of indigenous Bavarian liberalism are to 
be found. | 

The late Gustav Stolper, one of the outstand- 
ing fighters against Hitlerism and reaction, 

warned that an all too uninformed notion of 
“Prussianism” blinded many Americans to the 
fact that between 1918 and 1932 Prussia was 
Germany’s “bulwark of democracy, republi- 
canism and social stability.” We forgot that 
Hitler rose in Munich, and that the one Ger- 
man unification which aroused enthusiasm in 
Bavaria was Hitler's. 

Bavaria’s latest gesture of rejection need not 
be taken as a survival of Nazi defiance. But it 
should be a warning that, if Washington wants a 
united, democratic Germany, it had better bear 
in mind that the voice of Bavaria is not the voice 
of Germany—at least not the voice of a Ger- 
many truly congenial to liberal ears. 
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What Kind of Government? 

Do St. Louisans want to continue with a 
Mayor, or do they want a city manager? Do 
they want to continue the present scattering of 
authority among a list of independent officials, 
or do they desire to transfer more responsibil- 
ity to the chief executive and the legislative 
ody? The Board of Freeholders has called 
a special meeting next Wednesday night to hear 
public expressions on the one question, and Di- 
rector Brannon of the Governmental Research 
Institute raises the other. The meeting should 
bring a good turnout, for these questions are 
fundamental. 

Thoughtful people will take their time to de- 
cide on the Mayor vs. manager question. Neither 
system is a cure-all.; On the whole, St. Louis 
has had fairly good luck with “political” mayors. 
Kansas City, to name one example, has not al- 
ways had good luck with its manager. In theo- 
ry, the professional manager has all the advan- 
tage, but in practice he cannot rise much above 
the politicians who appoint him. It is not the 
mayoral office that causes the present difficul- 
ties in St. Louis government, but the poor rules 
under which Mayors and other officials must 
work. 

A decision on scattered vs. centralized author- 
ity is easier. Today, a Sheriff, a “Public Ad- 
ministrator, a Coroner, a City Treasurer, a Li- 
cense Collector, a Collector of Revenue, a Re- 
corder of Deeds and still other second-level of- 
ficials are elected. They are not under the con- 
trol of the Mayor and Aldermen. Their staffs 
are not under the merit system, and they are 
filled with party hacks. The Sheriff's office is 
almost obsolete; the Coroner’s office and sev- 


- eral others need modernization. 


Responsibility is scattered too much. And on 
top of all these drawbacks, the number of elect- 
ed officials makes the ballot so long that voters 
cannot make informed choices all the way to 
the foot. This situation is made to order for 
spoilsmen whose purpose is not public service 
but to feed at the public trough. 

Whatever else the charter-writing board does, 
it should proceed resolutely to clean the un- 
derbrush from this forest of officialdom.

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Will the AFL's New Plan Work? 

The AFL building trades department has come 
up with a new plan for settling jurisdictional 
strikes. Under it, such disputes are to be sent 
to an impartial umpire. He will have authority 
to impose a settlement after listening to repre- 
sentatives of the unions and contractors affected. 


In its bald outline, the proposal makes sense. 
Indeed, it seems to make more sense than the 
voluntary method tried for the last 18 months

under the Taft-Hartley Act, the NLRB has au- 
thority to act in such work stoppages. 
Jurisdictional disputes are the least defensible 
form of strikes. The employer-victim stands 


ready to hire union men and to pay union wages.

The office of High Commissioner is new. It 
was created by the three Western democratic 
powers, each one of which will name a com- 
missioner who will take the place of its present 
Military Governor and assume additional civilian 
duties in the future.

It should not mean, obviously 
cannot mean, that all our troops will be taken 
out of Germany. 

The lifting of the blockade and the prospec- 
tive meeting of the Big Four powers on the fu- 
ture of the whole of Germany can be taken for 
what they are and not too much more, Cer- 
tainly, military forces must be kept in Ger- 
many indefinitely. They need to be kept there 
as reassurance to the Germans and as evidence 
for the Russians that we are not giving up on 
our responsibility in Europe and have no 
thought of it.

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Alarm Clock in Tammany Hall 


Congressman-elect Roosevelt made no mistake 
in his first major proposal after his election to

It is hard to advance any logical reason for 
not holding the high altitude test duel between 
the Air Force’s huge B-36 bomber and the Navy's 
tiny Banshee jet fighter. But in Congress, Cali- 
fornia’s Representatives Johnson and Hinshaw 
want it abandoned for security reasons and in 
other quarters there is the feeling the test might 
cause further Air Force-Navy rivalry. 

The House Armed Services Committee had 
the happy inspiration of calling for the mock 
duel as a means of settling the hottest national 
defense question of the past two years: Is the 
B-36 immune to fighter interception at 40,000 
feet as the Air Force has widely proclaimed?

Racial Progress - Made in Dixie 
Edwin H. Maynard in The Christian Advocate 


It was past midnight in the Egyptian- 
style railway station in Nashville when a 
farmer leaned over and asked a total stran- 
ger, “Is it true that up North they think 
a Negro is just as good as a white man?“ 


You can find that man in the South, 
but he is not the South. You can find the 
Ku Klux Klan in Georgia, but the Klan 
is not Georgia. 


The South today belongs to a new lead- 
ership that is changing things. The monu- 
ments to the old are tumbled-down tenant 
shacks, mud roads and occasional outrages 
in the courts. The monuments of the new 
are up-to-date schools, modern planned 
housing and a day-by-day concern for the 
Negro’s rights. 

In the pine-and-sand flats of South Caro- 
lina I saw a Negro high school library 
more adequate than the one offered to me 
when I attended high school in the state 
boasting the nation’s highest literacy rate. 
I saw Negroes getting jobs once reserved 
for whites. I saw them owning good homes 
and prosperous farms, even running an en- 
tire town. 


“No other group in history has made so . 


great progress in so short a time as the 
American Negro in the past 10 years” is 
the flat statement made to me dozens of 
times by newspaper editors, planters, 
bishops, manufacturers—white leaders who 
know the South and who have themselves 
been responsible for many of the changes 
of the past decade. 


Their opinion is shared by Negro lead- 
ers. A college president spoke of the 
“amazing progress of the past five or six 
years.” Leaders in other fields told me 
of changes that had not only increased op- 


,portunities for Negroes, but had edged Ne- 


groes and whites toward closer co-operation 
in facing their common problems. 


It was to look for the signs of promise 
that The Christian Advocate sent me 3500 
miles through the South. I saw not only 
signs of promise, but achievements which 
were the fulfillment of past promises. 


Bishop Robert E. Jones, who has become 
a grand old man among Negro leaders in 
the Methodist Church, says, “I believe in 
gradualism, but I don’t want it to become 
a slow drag.” That is just about the way 
changes are being made. 


The bishop had just commented to me 
on the quietness with which forward steps 
have been taken—a quietness that in it- 
self keeps most of them unpublicized. “The 
most significant fact,” he said, “is that 


the world does not fall every time we 
make a forward step in the South.” 


“And what are some of those steps? 
“Oh, there have been a million steps!” 
What are the million steps? 


During 1919 there were 77 lynchings of 
Negroes recorded. In 1948 there was one. 


Last December, in Elmore county, Ala., 
an all-white jury convicted two white men 
of raping two Negro women. There was 
general approval of their sentences of 45 
years each. 


During the school year 1936-37 in Vir- 
ginia the average annual salary for Negro 
women teachers was, $537 compared with 
$847 for white women. In 1946-47 the re- 
spective figures were $1724 and $1735. 

In 1948, a $97,000 junior and senior high 
school building was proposed for colored 
children of Leland, Miss. Of the 500 reg- 
istered voters in the school district, 486 
signed a petition for a bond issue, mak- 
ing a referendum unnecessary. 

In the elections of 1948, 10,000 Negroes 
voted in the Democratic primaries of Mis- 
sissippi, for the first time since Recon- 
struction days. 

During the war citizens of Columbus, Ga., 
subscribed from their own pockets $52,000 
in order that a proposed Government hous- 
ing project for Negroes might be not a 
temporary affair, but a permanent asset 
to the city, replacing slums. 


Aggressive native Southern leadership is 
at work on the race problem. A valuable 
new force, ‘created in 1944, is the Southern 
Regional Council, which grew out of inter- 
racial committee work. 

A race riot in Atlanta in 1906 was blamed 
largely on inflammatory newspaper stories. 
Today the newspapers in Atlanta, and gen- 
erally throughout the South, are among 
the best influences, often prodding public 
officials into constructive action. 


In Washington county, Miss., voters last 
year approved a $1,500,000 ‘bond issue to 
make possible, with state and federal aid, 
a new hospital for Negroes—the first hos- 
pital built for either race in 25 years. A 
few years ago the whites might have voted 
a new hospital for themselves, letting the 
old one go to the Negroes. 

Any number of white leaders cautioned 
me, as did an Alabama editor, “Don’t gloss 
over our faults.” But one can add the 
words of a Mississippi state official: “Of 
course we have a long way to go, but the 
most important thing is the direction 
toward which we are going.”

Eerie Stories of the East 


A CORNER OF THE WORLD, by Reber? Shaplen. 
(Knopf, 246 pg¢s., $2.75.)

Not since Maugham has any one writzen 
more eerily of the eerie East than Robert 
Shaplen does in these evocative, atmos- 
pheric stories. And Maugham’s stories, 
more brilliant in technique, are shallow in 
comparison; they lack the overtones and 
the undertones. They are prewar. These 
five linked stories, of Shanghai, Calcutta, 
Saigon, Manila, Macao, are postwar. They 
have in them intimations of an uneasy 
future. 


Crane McKenzie is a discharged Ameri- 
can officer expecting to carry on in busi- 
ness in Shanghai, and at first life in a 
city that includes the tingling Valya Oblon- 
sky and his boss’ restless wife elates him. 
He discovers that every one in Shanghai is 
scared; he senses doom. 


Archer’ Grayson, an American newspa- 
per man, is in Calcutta as a correspondent, 
to get the eyewitness story. He gets it. He 
watches the “molecular creation” of a mob; 

sitting in the priv- 
ileged Occidental’s 
seat, he safely 
watches blood flow, 
sniffs the cloying 
stink of neglected 
death. He notices 
buzzards make no 
sound as they eat. 
Despite himself he 
becomes involved. 
Max-Robert,a 
French official in 
Saigon, remembers 
his days in the Re- 
sistance, when issues 
seemed so clear, and 
Rowert Sheples talks too freely to a 
touring American correspondent. “You 
have a fool’s right to be here, if you de- 
sire,” another French official tells the 
American, “but you will please attend 
to your business of being a reporter.” For 
the American, it is easy; he can get away.

The recurring question of affili- 
ation of John L. Lewis’s United 
Mine Workers with the AFL came 
up again. Lewis and Green 
lunched in Washington last week. 
Green said he reported on that 
conversation to the council.

But I venture to prophesy that 
the day will yet come when the 
love of our neighbor will be as 
normal and natural to ug as the 
upward human gait.”

Rise Steyens in ‘Carmen’ Pleases 
An Overflow Audience of 9725 


Singer Masters Role Since Previous Appear- 
ance in It Here—Ably. Supported by Cast

The opera “Carmen” reaffirmed 
its immense fascination for the 
musical public when it drew an 
audience of 9725 to the Kiel Audi- 
torium Convention Hall last night 
for the second production of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company's en- 
gagement here, It was not only 
an overflow audience—it exceeded

The performance was dominated 
largely by Rise Stevens who had 
matured and mastered her con- 
ception of the name role since 
she sang it here several years 
ago.

Her physical activity, moreover, 
never interfered with her singing. 
The musical and dramatic ele- 
ments of the part were inextric- 
ably interwoven and supported 
one another. And though she 
acted with her voice by using ap- 
propriate gradations of color and 
inflection, she consistently pro- 
duced an essentially musical effect 
in line and phrase. 

Arresting Characterization.

The pace 
of the “Habanera” was a little fast 
but true to the character she was 
building up. The “Saguidilla” was 
rhythmically exciting and lus- 
trous in vocal quality.

IT IS RATHER LATE in the day to begin teaching good 
manners, courtesy to elders, respect for other folk’s opinions 
when a child has reached the age of reflection without having 
become conscious of such attitudes. It is rather late to begin 
teaching children how to live with older folks when they have 
reached adolescence without that teaching. 

Teaching anything should start as early as the child can 
take the idea. With some things this is soon after birth. 
Other things come later. Manners, respect for other folks, 
courtesy to older folks, should be taught from earliest child- 
hood to old age, not so much by word and command as by 
everyday example. A child who hears older people spoken of 
disrespectfully, who sees them treated without consideration 
or even good manners, follows the example set him.

heat and energy and that one 


gram of solid fat or oil supplies 
nine calories of heat while a gram 
o: carbohydrate and protein sup- 
ply only four is well proven. Medi- 
cal men and nutritionists are con- 
vinced that a little extra padding 
on fat on the human frame is a 
good reserve of energy to draw 


on in case of sickness and that it 


protects nerve ends from the con- 
stant irritations that one would 
otherwise receive in the course of 
the day’s activity. This explains 
why folks with a normal padding 
of fat under the skin have better 
dispositions (more poise and pa- 
tience) as a rule than skinny 
people. 

Fat is needed in the structure 
of brain and nerve tissue and it is 
believed to be essential in the 
structure of all other tissue. Fat 
digests slowly. That is why it 
provides that satisfied, stick-to- 
the-rib feeling. When digested, 
it breaks up chemically into fatty 
acids and glycerol. But only 95 
to 97 per cent of fat eaten is com- 
pletely digested, which is fortu- 
nate. The undigested part serves 
as a lubricant to the alimentary 
tract and prevents constipation. 
Summing it all up, we have enough 
facts at hand to conclude that 
quite a little fat is required to 
make the human body as well as 
the whole world keep ticking 
smoothly. 

True Hollandaise Sauce, 

One-fourth cup butter, one- 
fourth cup cream (sweet or sour), 
two egg yolks, one tablespoon 
cider vinegar, salt.to taste, one 
to two teaspoons dry mustard. 

Melt butter in top of double 
boiler; add cream and beaten egg 
yolks, stirring well. Add vinegar 
and salt and cook over boiling 
water, stirring constantly until 
just thick. Immediately remove 
from heat and beat until light. 
Stir in mustard if desired. Serve 
hot with cauliflower, broccoli, 
spinach or asparagus. Makes 
about two-thirds cup. 

Butternut Balls, 

One cup butter, one-half cup 
sugar, two eggs, separated, one 
teaspoon lemon rind, two and one- 
half cups all-purpose flour, two 
tablespoons milk, one cup chopped 
walnuts, 12 to 15 glazed cherries. 

Cream butter till soft and 
smooth. And sugar gradually, 
creaming after each addition. 
Blend in egg yolks, rind and beat 
until fluffy. Add half the flour, 
then milk and remaining flour. 
Knead slightly to blend thor- 
oughly. Shape into balls size of a 
walnut. Dip into slightly beaten 
egg white, then into nuts. Place 
on greased baking sheets. Press 
half a cherry in center of each 
cookie. Bake at 350 degrees F. 
(moderate) for 20 to 30 minutes. 
Cool on cake racks. Makes two 
to two and one-half dozen cookies.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


OST of the questions we re- 

ceive are ones we've run into 

before such as “Why don’t 
you drop dead?” but now and then 
we get hold of something a little 
more original like “How can you 
install wallboard so that there 
won't be seams between the sec- 
tions of board?” 

Well, first of all you have to 
buy a brand of wallboard which 
has recessed edges. Then you 
have to install it just the way the 
manufacturer says, using the 
right size nails and spacing them 
correctly. Half the trick to getting 
a seamless joint is installing the 
boards properly. 

er the boards are up you go 
after the seams, First of all you ap- 
ply a coat of Swedish putty or some 
similar compound into the 
at the joint between the sections. 
Over this compound goes a strip 
of perforated cloth or wire mesh 
to act as a reinforcement. 

Now additional coats of putty 
are applied and smoothed out 
with a putty knife until the recess 
has been built up level with the 
surface of the boards. If you do 
this right and if no moisture gets 
in back of the wallboard to cause 
an undue amount of expansion 
and swelling the joint can be cov- 


ered with either paper or paint.
